"SEC. 333. No person shall willfully or maliciously interfere with
or cause interference to any radio communications of any station
licensed or authorized by or under this Act or operated by the
United States Government.".

APPLICABILITY OF FORFEITURES TO APPLICANTS

SEC. 10. The first sentence of section 503(bX5) of the Communica-
tions Act of 1934 (47 U.S.C. 503(bX5)) is amended by inserting "and if
such person is not an applicant for a license, permit, certificate, or
other authorization issued by the Commission," immediately before
"unless, prior".
